Harvey Discovers $800 Never 
Was Collected From Money 
Lender in 1910 Case. 


ALPHONSE HOWE LAWYER 


Circuit Attorney Says Absence 
of Records Will Hamper | 
Effort to Recover. 


That the records in a bond forfeiture 
case against John H. Vette, money lend- 
er, involving $800, had disappeared mys- 
teriously from the files of the criminal 
division of the Circuit Court, and also 
from the clerk’s office, was révealed 
Monday by a motion filed by Circuit 
Attorney Harvey. 

The motion was filed by the Circuit 
Attorney in Judge Hennings’ court in 
an effort to collect the bond. Vette 
signed an $800 bond for David Rose, May 
27, 1910, according to Circuit Attorney 
Harvey’s motion, and Rose failed to ap- 
pear in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, June 15, July 8 or July 1910, 
when his case was called up for trial. 
He was charged with assault to do great 
bodily harm. 

Ordered Bond Forfeited. 

Judge Wilson A. Taylor, then in 
charge of division No. 2 of the Court f 
Criminal Correction, ordered the bond 
forfeited. The case then was certilied 
from the Court of Criminal Correction 
to the Circuit Court for Crimina! 
Causes for further action. 

When Circuit Attorney Harvey learned 
that the bond forfeiture had not been 
enforced against Vette he started As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Fitzgerald on 
a search for the papers. Fitzgerald was 
unable to find them. 

Henry C. Echterhoff, clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court for Criminal Causes, sai.1 he 
remembered the case. About a yea" 
ago, according to his recollection, it 
came up before Judge Taylor, who hau 
been elected to the circuit bench, for e 
hearing. Alphonse Howe, brcther of 
Jeptha D. Howe, was attorney for Vel.e, 
Echterhoff said. Seebert Jones was 
Circuit Attorney and it was the duiy 
of his office to enforce the bond fwvr- 
feiture. 

Clerks Unable to Explain It. 

Echterhoff said he bad not heard of 
the case until it was taken under advise 
ment; and had no knowledge of how tie 
papers disappeared. Martin Tufford, 
clerk in Division No. 12, in which the 
Cases was pending, said he was unabie 
to account for the missing papers. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey saia@ the loss 
of the papers would hamper his of- 
fice in enforcing the collection of ths; 
bend. If the papers were not found, he 
said, he would call in Vette and put him

HARVARD EXPERT 


TELLS OF ARSENIC 
IN EATON'S BODY 


Says at Trial of Admiral’s 
Widow Vital Organs Were 
‘Permeated’ With Poison. 


16.67 GRAINS WERE FOUND! 


Witness Testifies That Part of 
the Poison Was Thrown 
Off Before Death. 


By Associated Press. 

PLYMOUTH, Mass., Oct. 2%.—Prof. 
William F. Whitney of the Harvard 
Medical School was called to the stand 
today in the trial of Mrs. Jennie May 
Raton, charged with the murder of her 
husband, Rear Admiral Joseph G. Eaton, 
te recount the result of his analysis of 
the organs removed from, the body of 
Admiral Eaton. 

Prof. Whitney testified that the vital 
organs of the Admiral’s body were 
“permeated” with arsenic. He found a 
total of 16.67 grains of the poison. 

Replying to a hypothetical question 
asked by District Attorney Jarker, at 
the suggestion of Judge Aiken, the wit- 
ness said that his discoveries would in- 
dicate that the poison had been taken 
in more than one dose, and that the 
first dose was probably taken within a 
few hours of the time that suffering 
began. The hypothetical question sup- 
posed that the patient became ill on 
Thursday and died Saturday. In the 
opinion of the witness, indications wer2 
that the sick man had received poison 
six hours before he died. 

The witness said that a large amount 
of the poison received by the Admiral 
had been thrown off, that the bodv 
probably had ridded itself of several 
times the amount that had been re- 
tained. The poison must have been tak 
en through the mouth, either pure or in 
some fluid, in order to have reached 
the stomach in the form found, he said. 

Prof. Whitney said that death was not 
caused by the arsenic In the form to be 
found in the paris green kept in the 
Eaton home. 

Arsente Easily Detected. 

On cross-examination Prof. Whitney 
admitted that the presence of a large 
quantity of arsenic in a person’s stom- 
ach led to the presumption that it was 
self-administered, because it was 6&0 
easily detected. He said that the poisun 
might have been in the Admiral’s sys- 
tem the day before he was taken ill, 
but that one who had taken 15 grains 
of arsenic would suffer intense pains. 
He said that the conditions were incon- 
sistent with a theory that the poisoa 
had been~administered in many doses. 
The first dose was probably taken witn- 
in an hour of dinner time on Thursday. 
he said. 

A letter written by Mrs. Eaton to 
Prof. Whitney in 1909, when the chem- 
ist was examining the digestive orgai's 
of an adopted child of the Eatons wh? 
had died suddeniy, was introduced. 

The writer said in part: “Will you 
kindly inform me how much longer it 
will be before you can state exactly 
what my dear little healthy, strong 
child died from? I am here alone th 
this isolated place with my husband, 
Admiral J. G. Eaton, whom I know to 
be a dangerous, insane man. * * * 

“Now please search for foreign pol- 
sons, as he has talked to me freeiv 
about foreign poisons, and he has aif 
the cleverness of a maniac and is ¢un- 
ning enough to use one that would 9 
hard to detect. He has been planmres 
my death all day today, and yet I am 
powerless, and I trust on the finding of 
poison to have him examined for in- 
sanity and taken care of.” 

Prof. William Balch, another chemist 
from the Harvard Medical School, tes- 
tified that in his opinion poison was ad- 
ministered to Admiral Baton in mure 
than one dose. He said that arseni* 
might be taken with tea, with saleratus 
and water, with milk and with certain 
other beverages without detection by 
the patient.

“Anyway,” she remarked, “it is won- 
derful that a suffragette parade can be 
staged in this country. If it was tried 
in England the spectacle would be booed 
and driven off the stage.” 

Mrs. Pankhurst then talked at length 
to reporters and guests. 

“American - women have,,no such 
grievances as English women,” she.said, 
“American women have greater valua 
in the scheme of things here. Women 
are not so cheap here as in England, 
where the average woman’s life is al) 
drudgery. Men in England despise wom- 
en who .work outside of household 
drudgery. 

“You can talk until doomsday about 
things theoretical doing little good. But 
suffering and sacrifice for a cause or 
an ideal is worth more than words can 
accomplish. In our earlier days we 
would usually convert about 2% persons 
in the front row, but when we did 
something unusual crowds came to see 
and hear us. They saw that we were 
just ordinary women. 


Deeds, Not Words, Their Motto. 

“I can say that I have made many 
suffragettes in the United Staies. They 
joined us because a defiant deea speaks 
louder than a thousand volumes. Deeds, 
not words, is our motto. 

“It was the law in England that a 
woman was not allowed the custody of 
her own children until a woman was 
driven mad and killed her children. 

“In England a man may bring his 
mistress into the houte where his wife 
and children are, and the law does not 
hinder him when decency fails. 

“Before the royal commission can ad- 
just the divorce laws we must have 
equality between men and women. 

“The white slave traffic is dreadful 
in England, and very great offenscs 
against women are treated lightly by 
the courts. Many a suffragette is sent 
to prison for long periods, while lighter 
sentences are imposed upon men guilty 
of the most atrocious crimes. 

“Under some of the long-standing 
statutes a man may beat his wife. 

“The women working in factories in 
England are so numerous and the pay 
so small that the temptations are many, 
and their lives are ‘held at a discount. 


“Men Not Opposed to Us.” 
“English men, as men are not opposed 
to our having the ballot; it is a ques- 
tion of moving the Government. Words 
will not move it. , 
“The British Government will do what 
it thinks fit with me. I am not a felon 


*land I will not a minute submit to. be- 


ing called a felon.”’ 

“Why did you assume responsibility 
for placing a bomb in what was sup- 
posed to be a house belonging to Lloyd- 
George?”’ 


“Because,” she replied, “I believe that 
the people who urge people to such 
measures should take the responsibility 
for their acts. Human life with us is 
sacred and higher than all is. We wom- 
en run the risk of bringing human life 


into the world and we value human 
life more than anything else in the 
world.” 


Her blue eyes twinkled as she said: 
“The enemy thought they would finish 


me this spring. They in England do 
not want me to tell my story to Ameri- 


can audiences. 
Thiret Strike Now Added. 

“Not one woman has fatied tn a food 
strike and it would be impossible for 
& woman like me to fail. Two men have 
also gone through it. One was sentenced 
to three months, while I was sentenced 
to three years’ penal servitude, and he 
would willingly go through it again.

Suffragettes Ejected From Church for 
Praying for Companions. 

LONDON, Oct. 20.—Suffragettes again 
interrupted the services at St. Pauls 
and also at St. Luke’s, Kensington, 
where the Bishop of London was preach- 
ing, by reciting a prayer for “Mary 
Richardson and Annie Kenny, who are 
being forcibly fed.” 

After the women were ejected from 
St. Paul’s they attempted to hold a 
meeting on the steps of the cathedral, 
but the police interfered. A scene en- 
sued and the two women were arrested 
charged with assaulting the police. 
According to the official report of the 
militant organization, “15 American 
women also went to the cathedral to 
demonstrate their sympathy with thei: 
English sisters and to protest against 
the action of the authorities at New 
York preventing Mrs. Pankhurst from 
landing.”’ 

The report also says that the women 
were ejected with great violence by the 
vergers.

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FAULT IS IN THE ORDINANCE. 

James Houseman, prometer of a plan to build 
in St. Louis a combined subway and elevated 
rapid transit system, replies in another column 
to criticism of his scheme which appeared in 
this column a few days ago. Mr. Houseman 
cites the undisputed facts: 1. That if this cor- 
voration issues $17,000,000 of bonds to Wwuild and 
equip the road, Missouri law will require it to 
issue an equal amount of stock precedent to is 
suing the bonds. 2. That Missouri corporations 
cannot issue securities without permission of 
the State’s Public Service Commission. 

Our criticism was directed to express terms 
of the ordinance, introduced into the Municipal 
Assembly July 15 and proposing to grant Mr. 
Houseman’s company a franchise right to use 
city streets for his lines. We quote from the 
ordinance the stipulations relating to security 
issues: 

The bonded indebtedness shall not exceed 
the actual cost of incorporation expenses, con- 
struction and equipment, plus 10 per cent 
profit for the contractor, interest on the 
amount of money used from time to time 
during construction, and a reasonable and 
usual discount for placing the bonds. 

The capital stock of the company shall not 
exceed its bonded indebtedness. 

Our inference that this stock, proposed to be 
issued against no actual investment, was ‘meant 
ultimately to represent par value coined out of 
excessive earnings, was based on these further 
clauses quoted from the ordinance: 

No reduction of passenger rates shall be 
made until the gross earnings equal the pay- 
ments provided in section 10, AND IN ADDI- 
TION THERETO A 6 PER CENT DIVIDEND 
TO STOCKHOLDERS. 

The company shall be exempt from all city 
taxes until such time as the gross earnings 
are sufficient to cover all payments as pro- 
vided in section 10. 


Section 10 provides for payment to the city 

of a progressive share of NET earnings of the 
company, but stipulates there shall be no NET 
earnings until after payment of operating ex- 
penses, plus taxes and insurance, plus 5 per cent 
en half.the construction cost put aside for de- 
prectation, plus 5 per cent yearly added to 
sinking fund to redeem the bonds, plus interest, 
presumably 5 or 6 per cent, on the bonds. 
Briefly, the ordinance proposes that the road 
shall be built and equipped with bonds; shall 
pay no share of its earnings to the city until it 
first meets operating, sinking fund and deprecia- 
tion charges and pays a fair interest rate on 
the whole cash investment; shall pay no taxes 
until the foregoing charges are met and shall 
not have its rates reduced until after it has 
also paid 6 per cent dividends on $17,000,000 
of stock representing—what? 
Mr. Houseman asks us to locate the joke in 
this. ‘ AS we see it, the joke is on any man who 
assumes St. Louisans, twice daily packed in car 
aisles and on car platforms to validate $60,000,- 
000 of water in the securities of the United 
Railways Co., will tolerate even a first step to- 
ward creating another sueh situation in this 
city.

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A LITERARY BLUNDERBUSS.

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REVISING THE PRAYER BOOK. 
The passage fn one of the collects for the Good 
Friday service, which the General Convention of 
the Protestant Hpiscopal Church is asked to mod- 
ify or eliminate entirely, is as follows: 

Have mercy upon all Jews, Turks and in- 
fidels; and take from them all ignorance, 
hardness of heart and contempt of Thy word; 
and so fetch them home, blessed Lord, to 
Thy flock that they may be saved among the 
remnant of true Israelites and be made one 
flock under one shepherd, 

The last important amendment of the Book of 
Common Prayer, as used in the United States, 
omitted all reference to the head of the Anglican 
church and members of the British royal family 
and substituted invocations for the President and 
others in authority under the new Government. 
The “ratification” of this revised prayer book of 
1790 by bishops, clergy and laity set forth that 
“It cannot but be supposed that further altera- 
tions would in time be found expedient.” But 
probably those who penned these words had little 
idea as to what the next alteration would be or 
that other ways of praying for “all Jews, Turks 
and infidels’ could possibly be as effectual as 
that prescribed in the medieval and invidious 
phrase of the rubic for public service. 

These 123 years have been years of growth in 
liberality and tolerance. . The political changes 
which the amendment of 1790 recognized were not 
greater than the changes in. religious viewpoint 
which the amendment of 1913 will recognize, if 
adopted. 
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With all Missouri Supreme Justices abstaining 
from golf and Division No. 2 holding night ses- 
sions, expedition of justice may not need that in- 
crease in the number of Judges urged by the State 
Bar Association. 
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FLIGHT OF THE ZEPPELIN HANSA. 
Half a dozen Zeppelin airships have already 
met with disaster. Only five weeks ago the L-l 
met its distressing end with 15 brave Germans 
in the North Sea hurricane. The frightful acci- 
dent to the L-2 would naturally have cumulative 
effects in causing misgivings about the utility of 
it all, in exaggerating caution, in dulling en- 
thusiasm for the work in which the nation has 
made brilliant progress. 

’ But while the horror over the L-2’s flaming fal! 
was fresh and at its highest pitch, the passenger- 
carrying’ Zeppelin Hansa appeared over Berlin. 
No doubt the smoking ruins of its companion

THE PANKHURST CASE. 

President Wilson’s interposition im the case 
ef Mrs. Pankhurst was gratifying. He ts too well 
grounded in fundamental American principles to 
fail to see their bearing upon a refusal to admit 
her to this country on account of her offenses 
against British law in a revolutionary movement 
for the rights of women in Great Britain. _ 

Whether Mrs. Pankhurst’s methods are wise 
or unwise, whether we approve or disprove of 
her propaganda and her way of attempting to 
force the British Government to give women 
franchise privileges does not enter the question. 
The methods of revolutionists are néver pleasant 
or lawful. They are lawless and violent. In 
the very nature of their cause they oppose the 
inertia or aggressiveness of government with law- 
less outbreaks and violence. Their aim is to over- 
turn and their acts as revolutionists in their 
own country should not be held against them by 
another country guaranteeing the right of the 
people to seek redress of wrongs and the right 
of free speech and political action. We do not 
deny the right of asylum to the most lawless 
and violent revolutionists. 

Let us divest ourselves of the idea that Mrs. 
Pankhurst is a woman, seeking what she con- 
ceives to be the political rights of women in 
feminine ways. If she were a man striving to 
gain manhood rights would we deny her the 
right of asylum and appeal? Would we have 
denied entry to the men who rioted and fought 
for the extention of male suffrage in England? 
Have we ever denied it to such agitators who 
were thrown into British prisons for lawless 
acts? Carl Schurz came to America an escaped 
prisoner from a German jail where he had been 
incarcerated as a lawless, violent and dangerous 
person. Prince Kropotkin finds safe harbor and 
a free form in both England and America, is 
a Russian anarchist who escaped from a Russian 
prison. Instances could be multiplied indefi- 
nitely. 

Whatever Mrs. Pankhurst may have preached 
or practiced in England as a political agitator, 
her errand to America is peaceful. She hag no 
designs on American institutions. She is not 
preaching lawlessness in America. Her mission 
is to defend her cause in England and to ap- 
peal for aid in this country. 

The President’s decision to permit her to en- 
ter is a victory for free speech and political 
asylum in free America. 
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After the Colonel’s letter of Sept. 2, Mr. Sulzer 
is naturally looking to the refuge of politicians 
with a past and planning a run for the Assembly 
and for Governor as a Progressive. 


WHY PERPETUATE THIS? 

Boston, smaller than St. Louis in area and 
population, is assessed for taxes at nearly $1,400,- 
(00,000. 

Missouri, including St. Louis, and ranking sev-. 
erth in population among the states, was assessed 
for taxes in 1912 at $1,857,676,174, or only about 
$450,000,000 more than the city of Boston. 

Yet it is seriously proposed for the people of 
Missouri to vote away their authority, and the 
authority of their sons and grandsons forever, to 
modify the antiquated taxing system of which this 
ridiculous assessment is a logical product. 

If the Federal Government should attempt to 
tie the hands of Missourians in this way in which 
it is proposed to have them tie their own hands, 
they would rise in arms to prevent it. 
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The fact that a convict returned to the prison 
at Jeffersonville, Ind., confesses that while out on 
parole he perpetrated the brutal murder of Miss 
Florence Brown at Dallas, Tex., does not argue 
against the parole system, but it is another pow- 
erful argument for greater caution in selecting 
tke beneficiaries of that system. 


RATE-RAISING DEVICES. 

Facilities for making the Keokuk water power 
available in St. Louis will not exhaust possibilities 
in public utility finance until devices correspond- 
ing to the railroads’ fast freight lines, express 
lines, sleeping car lines, lighterage service at har- 
bors and other means of transferring revenue to 
favored stockholders are provided. 

However, the trust proprietors are doing quite 
well for a beginning with a distributing company 
and a coal standard of cost.

ITALY’S NEW PHILOSOPHER.

I shall not pause here to dilate upon 
the immense achievement of Croce, the 
yourgest of Italian Senators, a recogni- 
tion of his achievement by his King and 
country, but merely mention his nu- 
merous historical works, his illuminative 
study of Vico, which has at last revealed 
that philosopher as of like intellectual 
stature to Kant; the immense tonic and 
cultural influence of his review, La Crit- 
ica, and his general 
great collection of Scrittori d'Italia 
Freed at last from the hubbub of the 
laboratory, from the measures and mi- 
croracopes of the natural scientists, ex- 
cellent in their place, it is interesting 
to ask if any other contemporary 
philosopher has made a contribution to 
ethical theory in any way comparable to 
the Philosophy of the Practical. 

The names of Bergson and of Bione 
del at once occur to the mind, but the 
former admits that his complete ideas on 
ethics are not yet made known, and im- 
plies that he may never make them en- 
tirely known. The reader of the Phi- 
iosophy of the Practical will, I think, 
find that none of Bergson'’s explana- 
tions, “burdened,” as he says, with “ge- 
ometry,” and as we may say with mat- 
ter, are comperable in depth or lucidity 
with the present treatise. * * *
